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REPORT or tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
In SCOTLAND pDURING THE QUARTER ENDING 31sT Marca 1929. 


Durine the first quarter of the year 1929 there was a severe epidemic 
of influenza in Scotland, and the ravages of that epidemic are clearly 
shown in some of the statistical returns now submitted. 


The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter was 19-4 per thousand, which 
is low. It is 0-4 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 0-5 less 
than that of the first quarter of last year, and is lower than those of all 
prévious first quarters with the exception of that of 1919, which was 
12-9. 

The marriage-rate of the quarter was 5-6 per thousand. It is the — 
lowest first quarterly marriage-rate since 1855; it is 1:3 less than that of 


the previous quarter and 0:5 less than that of the first quarter of last 
year. 


The death-rate of the quarter was 21-9 per thousand, which is 9-0 
more than that of the previous quarter, 6°0 more than that of the first 
quarter of last year, and is the highest death-rate of any quarter since 
the first quarter of the year 1919. During the last twelve years the 
quarterly death-rate has four times exceeded 20 per thousand, being 
23-6 in the fourth quarter of 1918, 24-4 in the first quarter of 1919, 21-7 
in the first quarter of 1922, and 21-9 in the quarter now under review. 
In each of these four quarters influenza was epidemic. 


The births of 21,622 legitimate and of 1,827 illegitimate children 
were registered during the quarter. Compared with the number 
registered in the previous quarter that of illegitimate children is 133 — 
more, and compared with that of the first quarter of last year it 1s 63 
more. 


The quarterly death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis was 116 per 
100,000 and that from tuberculosis of the respiratory system 89, the 
former being 14 and the latter 18 above that of the first quarter of last 
year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1,732 and equalled a death- 
rate of 143 per 100,000, which rate is identical with that of the first 
quarter of last year. 


Deaths attributed to influenza numbered 3,035 and equalled a death- 
rate of 251 per 100,000. In the previous quarter these deaths numbered 
255 and this death-rate was 21. In the first quarter of last year these 
deaths numbered 431 and this death-rate was 35. During influenza 
epidemics it is usual to find a large increase in the numbers of deaths

from pneumonia and bronchitis without being specifically attributed to 
influenza. Summing these together it is found that deaths from 
bronchitis, pneumonia, and influenza during the quarter in all numbered 
9,581, and that the corresponding figures in the previous quarter and in 
the first quarter of last year were 2,664 and 3,768 respectively. 


The influenza death-rate of the quarter varied but little between the 
larger burghs, smaller burghs, and county districts, being in these 
eroups of districts 256, 234, and 254 per 100,000 respectively. The 
influenza death-rates in the divisions of the counties were higher in the 
western than in the eastern divisions. 


The maternal mortality rate per thousand registered births of the 
quarter was 84 per thousand, which is the same as in the previous 
quarter. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 23,449 living children were registered during the first 
quarter of the year 1929. This number is 46 more than that of the 
previous quarter, but is 803 less than that of the first quarter of last 
year, 2,127 less than the mean of the numbers of the first quarters of 
the preceding five years, and 4,286 less than the mean of those of the 
first quarters of the preceding ten years. Births registered during the 
quarter are fewer than in any first quarter since 1856 with the exception 
of the first quarters of the years 1918 and 1919. 
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The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter was 19:4 per thousand. ‘This 
rate is 0-4 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 0-5 less than 
that of the first quarter of last year, 1-7 less than the mean of those of 
the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 3°6 less than the mean 
of those of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest 
first quarterly birth-rate in Scotland since the institution of national 
registration with the exception of that of the year 1919, which was 


feo. 


Of the 23,449 living children registered during the quarter 12,129 
were males and 11,320 were females, the ratio of males to females being 
107-1 to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 104-6, while in the 
corresponding first quarter of last year it was 103-9. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
91-2 in the South-Western and 19:9 in the North-Eastern, to 15:8 in 
the Northern and 17:3 in the North-Western. In the Southern division 
it was 185, in the South-Eastern 18-2, in the West-Midland 18-1, and 
in the Hast-Midland 17-6. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate varied 
from 21:9 per thousand in Lanark, 21-5 in West Lothian, 21:3 in Banff, - 
and 20-9 in Stirling, to 11-5 in Argyll, 11-9 in Peebles, 12°8 in Bute, and 
13:1 in Shetland. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 20°6, in the 
smaller burghs 17-6, and in the county districts 18-7. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 20-2, 17-2, and 18-4 respectively, while 
in the first quarter of last year they were 21-2, 18-1 and 19-2. 


In burghs with populations of over 30,000 the quarterly birth-rate 
varied from 24:1 in Coatbridge, 23°3 in Greenock, 22-2 in Glasgow, and 
91-9 in Falkirk, to 13-5 in Dunfermline, 15-3 in Kirkcaldy, 15°5 in Perth, 
and 17:8 in Edinburgh. In Dundee this rate was 20-9, and in Aberdeen 
9-9. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the birth- 
rate varied from 29:1 in Borrowstounness, 26°2 in Buckhaven and 
Methil, 25:5 in Port Glasgow, and 25-2 in Johnstone, to 9-7 in Gourock, 
15-8 in Montrose, 16-0 in Hawick, 16-2 in Barrhead, and 16-4 in 
Arbroath. 


In the county districts with populations of 10,000 and over the 
quarterly birth-rate varied from 27-5 in Ayr District of Ayr, 24:6 in 
Lasswade District of Midlothian, 24:2 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 
and 23°8 in Ellon District of Aberdeen and in County District of Clack- 
mannan, to 11°5 in Lower District of Renfrew, 12:3 in Highland District 
of Perth, 12°8 in Western District of Stirling, 18-1 in Central District 
of Perth, and 13°6 in Mainland District of Shetland. 


Of the 23,449 children whose births were registered during the 
quarter 21,622 or 92°2 per cent. were legitimate, while 1,827 or 7-8 per 
cent. were illegitimate. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter that of legitimate children is 87 fewer, but that of illegitimate 
children is 133 more. Compared with the number in the first quarter 
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of last year that of legitimate children is 866 fewer, but that of illegiti- 
mate children is 63 more. Compared with the mean of the numbers of 
the first quarters of the preceding five years that of legitimate children 
is 2,212 fewer, but that of illegitimate children 1s 85 more. Compared 
with the mean of the numbers of the first quarters of the preceding ten 
years that of legitimate children is 4,147 fewer and that of illegitimate 
children 139 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the quarter, 7:8 per cent., 
is 0-6 more than that of the previous quarter, 0-5 more than that of the 
first quarter of last year, 1-0 more than the mean of those of the first 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 0-7 more than the mean of 
those of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. 


In the divisions of the counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 14:1 per cent. in the North-Eastern and 119 in the 
Southern, to 6:4 in the South-Eastern and 6°6 in the West Midland. 
In the North-Western division the illegitimate rate was 11:5 per cent., 
in the Northern 11:3, in the East Midland 7-2, and in the South-Western 
6°8. 

In the counties, burghs included, the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 18:2 per cent. in Nairn, 17:3 in Banff, 16-9 in Wigtown, 
and 16:1 in Kincardine, to 2°5 in Selkirk, 3-5 in Bute, 44 in Clack- 
mannan, and 4°5 in West Lothian. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the rate was 67 per Cent. | 
in the smaller burghs 7-7, and in the county districts 9-7. In the 
previous quarter these three rates were 6-4, 7-1, and 8°8 respectively, 
while in the first quarter of last year they were 6-4, 7-1, and 88. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly illegitimate 
birth-rate varied from 8-2 per cent. in Aberdeen, 7-9 in Perth, and 75 
in Kilmarnock and in Ayr, to 4:1 in Hamilton, 46 in Falkirk, 4:7 in 
Clydebank, and 4°8 in Dunfermline. In Glasgow this rate was 6°8, in 
Edinburgh 7-1, and in Dundee 7:3. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the illegiti- 
mate rate varied from 12:9 in Stirling, 12-2 in Montrose, and 10-4 in 
Dumfries, to 0-0 in Gourock, in Arbroath and in Alloa. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the illegitimate 
rate of the quarter varied from 31:4 per cent. in Keith District of Banff, 
99-9. in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 21:3 in Rhins District of Wigtown, 
90-8 in Ellon District of Aberdeen, and 20-1 in Deer District of Aberdeen, 
to 2:8 in Skye District of Inverness, 3-3 in Calder District of Midlothian, 
3.2 in Lower Ward District of Lanark, and 3:9 in Upper District of 
Renfrew and in Bathgate District of West Lothian. 


Births registered in Scotland in January numbered 8,217, in February 
7,357, and in March 7,875, the national monthly birth-rate in January 
being 19°8, in February 19-6, and in March 18-9. Last year the monthly 
birth-rate in January was 19-7, in February 19°5, and in March 20:5. 


The quarterly birth-rate in England and Wales was 16:5 per thousand 
and in Northern Ireland 20:2, the former being 2-9 less but the latter 
0-8 more than the Scottish rate. 
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MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 6,733. They are 
1,694 fewer than registered in the previous quarter, 652 fewer than regis- 
tered in the first quarter of last year, 765 fewer than the average 
registered in the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 1,759 
fewer than the average registered in the first quarters of the preceding 
ten years. It is the smallest number of marriages registered in Scot- 
land in any first quarter since 1895. 


The quarterly marriage-rate was 5°6 per thousand. This rate is 1:3 
less than that of the previous quarter, 0°5 less than that of the first 
quarter of last year, 0°6 less than the mean of those of the first quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 1:4 less than the mean of those of the 
first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest first quarterly 
marriage-rate recorded since 1855, the previous lowest in that period, 
1856-1928, being 5°8, which occurred in 1911. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate varied 
from 7:9 in Shetland, 6°6 in Aberdeen, and 6°5 in Dumfries and in Mid- 
lothian, to 2°5 in Bute, 2°6 in Argyll and in Kinross, and 3-0 in Nairn. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the marriage-rate was 6:7, 
in the smaller burghs 5°5, and in the county districts 3-9. In the 
previous quarter these three rates were 8:0, 7:1, and 4:9, while in the 
first quarter of last year they were 7:4, 5:7, and 4:2. 


In burghs with populations of over 30,000 the marriage-rate varied 
from 8-9 in Perth, 8-1 in Aberdeen, and 7:2 in Glasgow, to 3:2 in Clyde- 
bank, and 4:7 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 14°2 in Inverness, 10°3 in Stirling, and 9°6 in Rutherglen, 
to 2-1 in Gourock, 3°2 in Hawick, 3-4 in Dumbarton, and 4:0 in Gala- 
shiels. 


In county districts of over 10,000 the quarterly marriage-rate 
varied from 7°8 in Annan District of Dumfries, 7°3 in Ayr District of 
Ayr, and 6°5 in County District of Clackmannan, to 1:7 in Highland 
District of Perth, and 1-9 in Forfar District of Angus. 


Marriages registered in January numbered 3,146, in February 1,781, 
and in March 1,806. The monthly marriage-rate in January was 7°6, in 
February 47, and in March 4:3. last year the January matriage- rates 
was 8:7, the February rate 5-2, and the March rate 4:3. 


DEATHS.* 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the first quarter numbered 
26,386. This “number is 10,527 more than that of the previous quarter, 
6,999 more than that of the first quarter of last year, 6,972 more than 
the mean of those of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and

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5,503 more than the mean of those of the first quarters of the preceding 
ten years. Since the institution of national registration in 1855 the only 
quarters in which greater numbers of deaths were registered were the 
fourth quarter of the year 1918 and the first quarter of the year 1919, 
when the numbers were 28,619 and 28,959 respectively, and which 
numbers, like the present, were in great part attributable to influenza 
epidemics. 


The quarterly Scottish death-rate was 21°9 per thousand. It is 9:0 
more than that of the previous quarter, 6-0 more than that of the first 
quarter of last year, 5-9 more than the mean of those of the first quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 4°6 more than the mean of those of the 
first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the highest quarterly 
death-rate recorded since that of the first quarter of the year 1919, which 
was 24:4, and with the exception of that one year it is higher than those 
of all first quarters since the year 1900. The lowest death-rate of any 
first quarter occurred in 1923 and was 146. Compared with this that 
of the present quarter is 7-3 or 50 per cent. more. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
94-5 in the Southern and 23:4 in the South-Western, to 19°8 in the 
North-Eastern and 20-1 in the South-Eastern. In the North-Western 
this rate was 21:7, in the West-Midland 21:6, in the East-Midland 20:6, 
and in the Northern 20:3. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied 
from 28°5 per thousand in Kirkcudbright, 26°9 in Bute, 26-4 in Dumfries, 
24-9 in Caithness, and 24:8 in Lanark, to 13-2 in East Lothian, 16°4 in 
Orkney, 16°5 in Shetland, and 16°6 in Kincardine. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly death-rate was 
94-2, in the smaller burghs 20-7, and in the county districts 13:8e0 in 
the previous quarter these three rates were 135, 13:0, and. 11-9 respec- 
tively, while in the first quarter of last year they were 17-2, 15-0 amd 
14:5. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate varied from 
27-9 in Glasgow, 25:4 in Greenock, 23-1 in Dundee, and 22°8 in Paisley, 
to 17-1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 18°3 in Dunfermline, and 19-1 in 
Hamilton and in Falkirk. In Edinburgh this rate was 21-2 and in 
Aberdeen 22:5. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
quarterly death-rate varied from 35-9 in Montrose, 30:4 in Dumfries, 
97-6 in Dumbarton, and 26°8 in Galashiels, to 13°6 in Musselburgh, 
14:3 in Lochgelly, and 16-9 in Fraserburgh. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the death-rate 
varied from 25-7 in Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty and in 
County District of Caithness, 25-6 in Skye District of Inverness, 24-9 
in County District of Sutherland, 24-4 in Central District of Perth, and 
94-3 in Cupar District of Fife, to 11-3,an Dunfermline District of Fife, 
129 in Western District of East Lothian, 14:2 in Carrick District of 
Ayr, and 14-3 in Lower District of Renfrew. 
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Of the 26,386 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter 
12,849 were males and 13,537 were females, the death-rate in the male 
population being 22°2 per thousand, and in the female 21:6. In the 
first quarter of last year these two rates were 16°2 and 15-7 respectively. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 10,601, in February 8,774, 
and in March 7,011. In January the monthly death-rate was 25:5, in 
February 23:4, and in March 16-9. Last year the monthly death-rate - 
in January was 17:3, in February 14°9, and in March 15°6. 


In England and Wales the quarterly death-rate was 21-0 per thousand 
and in Northern Ireland it was 24:7, the former being 0-9 less but the 
latter 2°8 more than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 26,386 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter 5,081 or 19°3 per cent. were children of less than five years old, 
9,801 or 37:1 per cent. were persons aged 5 to 64, and 11,504 or 43-6 
per cent. were persons aged 65 and over. Compared with the number 
in the corresponding quarter of last year that of children of less than 
five years old is 944 or 22°8 per cent. more, that of persons aged 5 to 64 
2,411 or 32°6 per cent. more, and that of persons aged 65 and over 
3,646 or 46:4 per cent. more. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 3,011, and as 
the births registered during the quarter numbered 23,449 these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 128 per thousand registered births. 
These deaths numbered 1,027 more than in the previous quarter, 418 
more than in the first quarter of last year, and 174 more than the mean 
of the numbers of the first quarters of the preceding five years, but 
225 less than the mean of those of the first quarters of the preceding ten 
years. This rate is 43 more than that of the previous quarter, 21 more 
than that of the first quarter of last year, 17 more than the mean of those 
of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 10 more than the 
mean of those of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is 
the highest quarterly infantile mortality rate since the first quarter of 
the year 1924. 


In the divisions of the counties the infantile mortality rate varied 
from 142 in the South-Western Division and 128 in the North-Eastern, 
to 73 in the North-Western and 83 in the Northern. In the East-Mid- 
land Division this rate was 126, in the West-Midland 120, in the 
Southern 119,and in the South-Eastern 106. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate 
of the quarter was 144, in the smaller burghs 114, and in the county 
districts 109. In the previous quarter these three rates were 95, 76, 
and 71 respectively, while in the first quarter of last year they were 123, 
93, and 88. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly infantile mortality 
rate varied from 179 per thousand in Greenock, 176 in Clydebank, 
161 in Dundee, 158 in Glasgow, and 156 in Kilmarnock, to 64 in Kirk- 
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ealdy, 79 in Perth, 91 in Falkirk, and 95 in Coatbridge. In Edinburgh 
this rate was 108 and in Aberdeen 150. 


In England and Wales the quarterly infantile mortality rate was 111, 
and in Northern Ireland 127, the former being 17 and the latter 1 below 
the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 26,386 deaths registered during the quarter 831 or 3-1 per 
cent. were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. This number in- 
cluded 5 deaths from enteric fever, 14 from measles, 35 from scarlet fever, 
477 from whooping-cough, 157 from diphtheria, and 143 from diarrhceal 
diseases among children of less than two years old. Compared with the 
number in the previous quarter deaths from the diarrhoeas of childhood 
numbered 49 fewer, from measles 4 fewer, and from scarlet fever 2 
fewer, but those from enteric fever numbered 2 more, from diphtheria 
38 more, and from whooping-cough 862 more. Compared with the 
number registered in the first quarter of last year those from measles 
are 544 fewer, from diphtheria 34 fewer, from scarlet fever 12 -fewer, 
from enteric fever 7 fewer, and from the diarrhceas of childhood 2 fewer, 
while those from whooping-cough numbered 116 more. 


The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0:7 
per thousand, which rate is 0°3 more than that of the previous quarter, 
but is 0-4 less than that of the first quarter of last year. The quarterly 
death-rate from whooping-cough was 40 per 100,000, from diphtheria 
13, from diarrheeas of childhood 12, from scarlet fever 3, and from 
measles 1. 


In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate varied from 1:5 in Dumbarton, 1:2 in Kirkcudbright, and 1-1 
in Lanark, to 0-0 in Kinross, in Nairn, in Orkney, in Peebles, and 
in Sutherland. 


In the larger burghs this death-rate ranged from 1:7 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 1-6 in Clydebank, and 1-1 in Greenock and in Coatbridge, 
to 0-1 in Dunfermline, in Falkirk, and in Perth. In Glasgow this death- 
rate was 0-9, in Edinburgh 0:4, in Dundee 0-4, and in Aberdeen 0°5. 


Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as the 
principal epidemic diseases included 96 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
31 from encephalitis lethargica, 62 from erysipelas, and 4 from acute 
pohomyelitis. In the previous quarter deaths from these four causes 
numbered 32, 32, 41 and 15 respectively, while in the first quarter of 
last year they numbered 42, 24, 48 and 6. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 3,035, of which 409 were 
attributed to influenza as a sole cause, while 2,626 were attributed to 
influenza along with some contributory cause. In the previous quarter 
deaths from influenza numbered 255 and in the first quarter of last 
year they numbered 431. The quarterly death-rate from influenza was 
251 per 100,000. In the previous quarter this death-rate was 21, and in 
the first quarter of last year it was 35. 
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Even these marked differences hardly show the whole mortality 
attributable to the influenza epidemic which raged during the quarter, 
for during such an epidemic large numbers of deaths from bronchitis and 
pheumonia are registered without being specifically attributed to influenza 
complicated by these diseases. In the previous quarter all deaths from 
bronchitis, pneumonia and influenza numbered 2,664, and in the first 
quarter of last year—when there was a milder epidemic of influenza— 
these deaths numbered 3,768. In the quarter under review they 
numbered 9,581. The aggregate death-rate from these causes in the 
previous quarter and in the first quarter of last year were 2:2 and 3-1 
per thousand respectively, while in this quarter this death-rate was 7-9. 


Of the 3,035 deaths specifically attributed to influenza during the 
quarter 1,530 were registered in the larger burghs, 544 in the smaller 
burghs, and 961 in the county districts, the death-rate from this cause 
in the larger burghs being 256, in the smaller burghs 234, and in the 
county districts 254. These three death-rates show but small differences. 


In the divisions of the counties this death-rate varied from 343 in the 
Southern, 297 in the West-Midland, and 285 in the North-Western, to 
114 in the North-Eastern, 201 in the East-Midland, and 203 in the 
Northern. Jn the South-Western Division it was 279, and in the South- 
Eastern 260. This distribution indicates that the epidemic was more 
severe in the western than in the eastern parts of Scotland. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly influenza death-rate 
varied from 493 per 100,000 in Bute, 426 in Sutherland, 422 in Kirk- 
cudbright, 400 in Dumfries, and 394 in Argyll, to 64 in Moray, 101 in 
Nairn, 102 in Banff, 116 in Kincardine, and 124 in Aberdeen. In the 
larger burghs the quarterly influenza death-rate varied from 313 per 
100,000 in Kirkealdy, 312 in Glasgow, 297 in Paisley, 259 in Perth, and 
254 in Edinburgh, to 53 in Ayr, 127 in Clydebank, 145 in Aberdeen, 
and 153 in Dundee. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1,397, con- 
stituted 5-3 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a 
death-rate of 116 per 100,000. These deaths number 299 more than 
in the previous quarter and 158 more than in the first quarter of last 
year. Of these 1,397 deaths, 1,071 were attributed to tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system, which number is 255 more than in the previous 
quarter and 214 more than in the first quarter of last year. These 1,071 
deaths equal a death-rate of 89 per 100,000, which rate is 23 more than 
that of the previous quarter, and 18 more than that of the first quarter of 
Jast year. 

Deaths from malgnant disease numbered 1,732, constituted 6-6 
per cent. of the total deaths registered during the quarter, and equalled 
a death-rate of 143 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 26 fewer than 
in the previous quarter, and 4 fewer than in the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those specifically associated 
with influenza but including those attributed to broncho-pneumonia, 
numbered 3,748, constituted 14:2 per cent. of the total deaths of the 
quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 310 per 100,000. These deaths

number 2,290 more than those of the previous quarter, and 1,701 more 
than those of the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those seelinealle associated with 
influenza, numbered 2 798, constituted 10°6 per cent. of the total, and 
equalled a death-rate of 232 per 100,000. These deaths number 1,847 
more than in the previous quarter, and 1,508 more than in the first 
quarter of last year. 


Deaths from violence in all numbered 751, and equalled a death-rate 
of 62 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 9 fewer than in the previous 
quarter but 35 more than in the first quarter of last year. Of the 751 
deaths 129 were attributed to accidents with motor vehicles; in the 
previous quarter these deaths numbered 166, while in the first quarter of 
last year they numbered 88. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 197, which is 1 more than in the previous quarter and 13 
more than in the first quarter of last year. They equal a death-rate of 
8-4 per thousand registered births, which rate is the same as in the 
previous quarter but 0°8 more than in the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths the causes of which were ill-defined numbered 263, and those 
of which the cause was either not specified or merely described as 
‘ natural causes ’’ numbered 80. Jn the previous quarter deaths from 
ill-defined causes numbered 215, and those from not specified causes 48.

REPORT or THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, ann MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
In SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH JUNE 1929, 





THE more outstanding features of the vital statistics of Scotland for 
the second quarter of the year 1929 are a birth-rate of 20-0 per thousand, 
a marriage-rate of 6°7, and a death-rate of 13-0. 3 


The birth-rate of the quarter, although 0°6 more than that of the 
previous quarter, is low. It is 1-1 less than that of the second quarter 
of last year, and less than those of all previous second quarters with the 
exception of that of the year 1919, which was 19-9. 


The marriage-rate of the quarter, 6°7 per thousand, is 1-1 more than 
that of the previous quarter, and 0°2 more than that of the second 
quarter of last year. When compared with the mean of the second 
quarterly marriage-rates of the preceding five years it shows little 
difference—6'7 as against 6°). 

The death-rate of the quarter, 13:0 per thousand, is markedly less 
than that in the previous quarter (21-9), and also less than that in the 
second quarter of last year (13°6). The death-rate of the second quarter 
of 1927 was 12-9, and is the only second quarterly death-rate lower than 
that now recorded. 


Illegitimate children registered during the quarter numbered 1,902, 
and equalled an illegitimate rate of 7-8 per thousand registered births. 
This number is 75 more than that of the previous quarter, and 7 more 
than that of the second quarter of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate of the quarter was 76 per thousand registered births. This rate is 
52 less than that of the previous quarter, and 6 less than that of the 
second quarter of last year. This mortality rate is lower in this quarter - 
than in all second quarters 1913 to 1928 with the exception of 1921, when 
it was also 76. 


The death-rates from all forms of tuberculosis and from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system were 102 and 70 respectively, both of which 
rates are lower than in the second quarter of last year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1,745, and equalled a death- 
rate of 143 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 13 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 22 more than in the second quarter of last year. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and parturition 
numbered 155, which number, although 9 more than in the second 
quarter of last year, is 42 fewer than in the first quarter of this year. 


Deaths from violent causes in all numbered 732. ‘These included 145 
attributed to accidents with motor vehicles, which number is 16 more 
than in the previous quarter and 27 more than in the second quarter of 
last year.

BIRTHS. 


The births of 24,382 living children were registered during the second 
quarter of the year 1929. This number is 933 more than that of the 
previous quarter, but is 1,341 less than that of the second quarter of last 
year, 2,364 less than the mean of the numbers of the second quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 4,264 less than the mean of those of the 
second quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the smallest number 
of births registered in Scotland in any second quarter since the institu- 
tion of national registration with one exception, namely 1919, when the 
number was 23,856. 


The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter was 20-0 per thousand. This 
rate is 0°6 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 1:1 less than that 
of the second quarter of last year, 2°0 less than the mean of the second 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 3°6 less than the mean of those 
of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. With one exception, 
that of the year 1919, which was 19-9 per thousand, this is the lowest 
second quarterly birth-rate yet recorded in Scotland. 

Of the 24,382 living children registered in Scotland during the quarter, 
12,575 were males and 11,807 were females, the ratio of males to females 
being 106-5 to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 107-1, while 
in the second quarter of last year it was 105-6. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
22-0 in the North-Eastern and 21°8 in the South-Western, to 15-2 in 
the Northern and 16-3 in the North-Western. In the Southern division 
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this rate was 19:4, in the West-Midland 18-8, in the South-Eastern 18-2, 
and in the EKast-Midland 17-6. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
93-1 per thousand in Aberdeen, 22-7 in Lanark, 22°3 in Kirkcudbright, 
and 22-2 in Banff, to 11:5 in Shetland, 11-6 in Argyll, 12°6 in Kinross, and 
13-4 in Peebles. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate was 21°5, in the 
smaller burghs 17:6, and in the county districts 19-0. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 20-6, 17-6 and 18°7 respectively, while in 
the second quarter of last year they were 22-4, 18-9 and 20:6. 

In the burghs with populations of over 30,000 the quarterly birth-rate 
varied from 27-7 in Coatbridge, 25:0 in Greenock, 23-8 in Clydebank, 
and 23-0 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 16°3 in Dunfermline, 17-5 in 
Ayr, and 17:8 in Edinburgh and in Perth. In Glasgow this rate was 
29-9, in Dundee 21:5, and in Aberdeen 22:0. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the birth- 
rate of the quarter varied from 30°8 in Johnstone, 25-7 in Peterhead, 25:3 
in Bo’ness, and 25-2 in Kirkintilloch, to 7-5 in Gourock, 12-9 in Hawick, 
17-0 in Musselburgh, and 17-2 in Galashiels. 

In the county districts with populations of over 10,000 the quarterly 
birth-rate varied from 27-5 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 27:3 in Ayr 
District of Ayr, 26-7 in Keith District of Banff, and 26-4 in Turriff Dis- 
trict of Aberdeen, to 7-4 in Western District of Perth, 9:4 in Skye Dis- 
trict of Inverness, 9°8 in Mainland District of Shetland, and 11:8 in 
Highland District of Perth. 

Of the 24,382 living children registered during the quarter 22,480 or 
92-2 per cent. were legitimate, while 1,902 or 7:8 per cent. were illegiti- 
mate. Compared with the number in the previous quarter that of 
legitimate children is 858 more and that of illegitimate children 75 more. 
Compared with the number in the second quarter of last year that of 
legitimate children is 1,344 fewer, but that of illegitimate children is 10 
more. Compared with the mean of the numbers of the second quarters 
of the preceding five years that of legitimate children is 2,454 fewer, but 
that of illegitimate children is 90 more. Compared with the mean of 
the numbers of the second quarters of the preceding ten years that of 
legitimate children is 4,181 fewer, and that of illegitimate children 83 
fewer. The illegitimate rate of the quarter, 7-8 per cent., is the same as 
that of the previous quarter, but is 0-4 above that of the second quarter 
of last year. It is 1-0 more than the mean of those of the second quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 0°9 more than the mean of those of the 
second quarters of the preceding ten years. 

In the divisions of the counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 14-2 per cent. in the North-Eastern and 10-2 in the Southern, 
to 6:6 in the South-Western and 6-9 in the West-Midland. In the North- 
Western division this percentage was 8-7, in the South-Eastern 7-8, in 
the Northern 7:6, and in the East-Midland 7:5. . 

In the counties, burghs included, the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 19:9 per cent. in Banff, 14:7 in Nairn, 14:5 in Moray, and 
14-1 in Wigtown, to 3:4 in Orkney, 4:0 in Kinross, 4°6 in Shetland, and

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In the larger burghs taken collectively the illegitimate rate was 7-2, 


in the smaller burghs 7°5, and in the county districts 9-0. In the previous 


quarter these three rates were 6:7, 7-7 and 9-7 respectively, while in the 


second quarter of last year they were 6-4, 7-4 and 8-9 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly illegitimate rate 


varied from 10-9 in Aberdeen, 8:2 in Edinburgh, 7-5 in Glasgow, and 7-3 
in Greenock, to 3:0 in Paisley, 3-4 in Kilmarnock, 4-1 in Coatbridge, and 
4-7 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in Falkirk. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 15-1 in Montrose, 11:4 in Dumfries, 10°5 in Arbroath, and 


10-4 in Alloa, to 0:0 in Barrhead, 1:1 in Renfrew, 1°6 in Cowdenbeath, 


and 1:9 in Lochgelly. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the illegitimate 
rate varied from 29-7 per cent. in Keith District of Banff, 25-9 in Deeside 


District of Aberdeen, 25-0 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, and 20:3 in 


Banff District of Banff, to 0-0 in Mainland District of Shetland, 2°6 in 
County District of Clackmannan and in Western District of Stirling, 3:4 
in. Carrick District of Ayr, and 3-7 in Upper Ward District of Lanark. 


Births registered in Scotland in April numbered 8,330, in May 8,471, ~ 


and in June 7,581, the national monthly birth-rate in April being 20-7, 
in May 20-4, and in June 188. Last year the birth-rate in April was 
21-3, in May 21-4, and in June 20°8. 

The quarterly birth-rate in England and Wales was 17:2 and in 
Northern Ireland 21:8, the former being 2°8 less but the latter 1:8 more 
than the Scottish rate. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8,122. This 
number is 1,389 more than that of the previous quarter, and 215 more 
than that of the second quarter of last year. It is 221 more than the 
mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding five years, but 1s 
883 less than the mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding 
ten years. 


The quarterly marriage-rate is 6:7 per thousand. It is 1-1 more than 
that of the previous quarter, 0-2 more than that of the second quarter of 
last year, and 0-2 more than the mean of those of the second quarters of 
the preceding five years, but is 0-7 less than the mean of those of the 
second quarters of the preceding ten years. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate varied 
from 8°6 per thousand in Midlothian, 8-4 in Wigtown, and 8-1 in Aber- 
deen and in Moray, to 2°5 in Shetland, 2°9 in Argyll, 3-0 in Kinross, an 
371 in Bute. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly marriage-rate 
was 7:9, in the smaller burghs 6°5, and in the county districts 4:7. In 


the previous quarter these three rates were 6:7, 5-5 and 3:9 respectively, — 


while in the second quarter of last year they were 7:7, 6-4 and 4:7. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the marriage-rate of the 


quarter varied from 10-7 in Perth, 90 in Edinburgh, 8-9 in Aberdeen, . 
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and 8-4 in Glasgow, to 3°9 in Coatbridge, 4:7 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 
5-1 in Clydebank, and 5-2 in Greenock. 

In the burghs with populations between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 15°3 in Inverness, 13°5 in Dumfries, 9-2 in Rutherglen, and 
8-4 in Stirling, to 2-4 in Gourock, 2°6 in Bo’ness, and 3:3 in Alloa and in 
Renfrew. 

In the county districts of over 10,000 the quarterly marriage-rate 
varied from 11:0 in Annan District of Dumfries, 7°9 in Deer District of 
Aberdeen, 7-4 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, and 7:1 in Calder District of 
Midlothian, to 0°0 in Mainland District of Shetland, 1:3 in Lewis Dis- 
trict of Ross and Cromarty, 1°5 in Western District of Perth, and 2°5 in 
Skye District of Inverness. 


Marriages registered in April numbered 3,381, in May 1,100, and in 
June 3,641. The monthly marriage-rate in April was 8:4 per thousand, 
in May 2°6, and in June 9°0. Last year the April marriage-rate was 7°8, 
the May rate 2°5, and the June rate 9°3. 


DEATHS.* 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the second quarter numbered 
15,894. This number is 10,492 fewer than that of the first quarter, 
during which influenza was epidemic, 673 fewer than that of the second 
quarter of last year, 740 fewer than the mean of those of the second 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 930 fewer than the mean of those 
of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. The only year since 
1859 in which a smaller number of deaths were registered during the 
second quarter was 1927, when registered deaths numbered 15,812. 


The quarterly Scottish death-rate was 13:0 per thousand. It is 8-9 
less than that of the previous quarter, 0°6 less than that of the second 
quarter of last year, 0-7 less than the mean of those of the second quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 0°8 less than the mean of those of the 
second quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the second lowest 
death-rate for a second quarter yet recorded, the lowest being 12-9, which 
occurred in 1927. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
17-7 per thousand in the Northern and 16-5 in the Southern, to 11-7 in 
the West-Midland and 12°6 in the South-Eastern. In the North- 
Western division the death-rate was 16:0, in the North-Eastern 14:4, 
in the East-Midland 12°8, and in the South-Western 12:7. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied from 
18:5 in Orkney, 18-0 in Caithness, 17-5 in Bute, and 17-2 in Shetland, 
to 10:0 in West Lothian, 11:1 in Ayr and in East Lothian, and 11-4 in 
Argyll and in Dumbarton. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate was 13:3, in 
the smaller burghs 13-4, and in the county districts 12°3. In the previous 
quarter these three death-rates were 24:2, 20-7 and 18:8 respectively, 
while in the second quarter of last year they were 14-4, 13-5 and 12:5.

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In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly death-rate 
varied from 14-3 in Dundee, 14:0 in Glasgow and in Greenock, and 13:9 
in Aberdeen, to 10°5 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in Hamilton, 10-6 
in Dunfermline, and 10-7 in Coatbridge. In Edinburgh the quarterly 
death-rate was 13°4. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the death- 
rate of the quarter varied from 26-2 in Dumfries, 18°5 in Inverness, 17°8 
in Peterhead, and 17-2 in Galashiels, to 7-0 in Cowdenbeath, 8:9 in 
Gourock, 9:0 in Irvine, and 10-2 in Barrhead and in Musselburgh. 


In the county districts with populations of over 10,000 the death- 
rate varied from 22-1 in Skye District of Inverness, 20-4 in Mainland 
District of Shetland, 17:7 in Mid-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 
and 17-1 in County District of Caithness, to 7:3 in Calder District of Mid- 
lothian, 7°8 in Eastern District of Dumbarton, 8-2 in Western District 
of East Lothian, and 9-0 in Carrick District of Ayr. 


Of the 15,894 deaths registered during the quarter, 8,107 were of 
males and 7,787 were of females, the death-rate in the male population 
being 13-8 and in the female population 12°38. In the second quarter of 
last year these two death-rates were 14:3 and 13-0 respectively. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 5,760, in May 5,560, and in 
June 4,574. In April the monthly death-rate was 14:3, in May 13-4, 
and in June 11-4. In the second quarter of last year the April death- 
rate was 15-0, the May death-rate 13°5, and the June death-rate 12°5. 


The quarterly death-rate in England and Wales was 12:1 per 
thousand and in Northern Ireland it was 14°7, the former being 0-9 less 
but the latter 1-7 more than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 15,894 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 2,660 or 16°8 per cent. were children of less than five years of 
age, 6,696 or 42:1 per cent. were persons aged 5 to 64, and 6,538 or 41-1 
per cent. were persons aged 65 and over. Compared with the number 
in the second quarter of last year deaths from ages under five numbered 
718 fewer, and those at ages 65 and over numbered 6 fewer, but those 
at ages 5 to 64 numbered 51 more. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1,842, and as 
the births registered during the quarter numbered 24,382, these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 76 per thousand registered births. 
These deaths numbered 1,169 fewer than those of the previous quarter, 
and 270 fewer than those of the second quarter of last year. This 
mortality rate is 52 less than in the previous quarter, and 6 less than in 
the second quarter of last year. It is 7 less than the mean of those of 
the second quarters of the preceding five years, and 10 less than the 
mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. The 
infantile mortality rate of the quarter is lower than those of all second 
quarters 1913 to 1928 with the exception of 1921, when it was also 76. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly infantile mortality rate 
varied from 82 in the South-Western and 75 in the North-Eastern, to 
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47 in the Northern, 65 in the East-Midland, and 66 in the North- 
Western. In the West-Midland division this mortality rate was 72, in 
the Southern 71, and in the South-Eastern 70. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate of 
the quarter was 83, in the smaller burghs 69, and in the county districts 
67. In the previous quarter these three rates were 144, 114 and 109 
respectively, while in the second quarter of last year they were 92, 73 
and 70. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly infantile 
mortality rate varied from 91 in Glasgow, 87 in Greenock, 82 in Coat- 
bridge, and 80 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in Kilmarnock, to 34 in 
Perth, 47 in Kirkcaldy, 52 in Dunfermline, and 58 in Hamilton. In 
Edinburgh this rate was 77, in Dundee 79, and in Aberdeen 78. 

In England and Wales the quarterly infantile mortality rate was 62 
per thousand registered births, while in Northern Ireland it was 75, the 
former being 14 less and the latter 1 less than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 15,894 deaths registered during the quarter, 525 or 3°3 per 
cent. were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. These deaths 
included 4 from enteric fever, 11 from measles, 25 from scarlet fever, 
241 from whooping-cough, 101 from diphtheria, and 143 from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter deaths from whooping-cough are 236 fewer, from diphtheria 56 
fewer, from scarlet fever 10 fewer, from measles 3 fewer, and from 
enteric fever 1 fewer, while those from the diarrhceas of childhood are 
of the same number. 

The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0-4 
per thousand, which rate is 0°3 less than that of the previous quarter, 
and 0-5 less than that of the second quarter of last year. The quarterly 
death-rate from whooping-cough was 20 per 100,000, from the diarrhoeas 
of childhood 12, from diphtheria 8, from scarlet fever 2, and from measles 
1. In the previous quarter these five rates were 40, 12, 13, 3 and 1 
respectively. 

In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate of the quarter varied from 1-0 in Kinross, 0-7 in Lanark and 
in Wigtown, and 0°6 in Kirkcudbright, to 0-0 in Bute, Selkirk and 
Sutherland, and 0-1 in East Lothian, Moray and Roxburgh. 

In the larger burghs this death-rate varied from 1:5 in Ayr, 1-1 in 
Greenock, 0°7 in Glasgow, and 0°6 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in 
Hamilton, to 0-1 in Aberdeen, Paisley, Dunfermline and Kilmarnock, 
and 0:2 in Dundee. 

Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as principal 
epidemic diseases included 96 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 30 from 
encephalitis lethargica, 55 from erysipelas, and 3 from acute poliomyel- 
itis. Compared with the number in the previous quarter deaths from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis are similar, but those from encephalitis 
lethargica and acute poliomyelitis are both 1 fewer, and those from 
erysipelas 7 fewer. 


10 1929—Second Quarter 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 191, of which 28 were attri- 
buted to influenza as a sole cause, and 163 to influenza along with some 
contributory cause. In the previous quarter these deaths numbered 
3,035. In the second quarter of last year they numbered 193. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous diseases numbered 1,246, con- 


_ stituted 7-8 per cent., of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a 


death-rate of 102 per 100,000. These deaths number 151 fewer than in 
the previous quarter, and 67 fewer than in the second quarter of last 
year. Of these 1,246 deaths, 853 were attributed to tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system, 178 to tuberculous meningitis, 91 to abdominal tuber- 
culosis, and 124 to tuberculosis of other organs. Deaths from respiratory 
tuberculosis numbered 218 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 50 
fewer than in the second quarter of last year. The quarterly death-rate 
from tuberculosis of the respiratory system was 70 per 100,000, which 
rate is 19 less than that of the previous quarter, and 4 less than that of 
the second quarter of last year. | 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1,745, constituted 11-0 
per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate 
of 143 per 100,000. These deaths number 13 more than in the previous 
quarter, and 22 more than in the second quarter of last year. 

Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those specifically associated 
with influenza but including those attributed to broncho-pneumonia, 
numbered 1,381, constituted 8-7 per cent. of the total deaths of the 
quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 113 per 100,000. These deaths 
numbered 2,367 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 14 more than 
in the second quarter of last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 768, which number is 2,030 less than that of the previous 
quarter, but is 21 more than that of the second quarter of last year. 
Deaths from bronchitis constituted 4:8 per cent. of the total deaths of 
the quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 63 per 100,000. 

Deaths from violence in all numbered 732, constituted 4°6 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 60 per 
100,000. These deaths number 19 fewer than in the previous quarter, 
but 10 more than in the second quarter of last year. Deaths attributed 
to suicide during the quarter numbered 129, which is 10 more than in 
the previous quarter. Those attributed to motor accidents numbered 
145, which is 16 more than in the previous quarter. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 155, which number is 42 less than that of the previous quarter, 
but 9 more than that of the second quarter of last year. These deaths 
equal a mortality rate of 6-4 per thousand registered births, which rate 
is 2°0 less than that of the previous quarter, but 0°7 more than that of 
the second quarter of last year. 


Deaths the causes of which were ill-defined numbered 178, and those 
of which the cause was either not specified or merely described as 
‘““ natural causes ’’’ numbered 46. In the previous quarter deaths from 
ill-defined causes numbered 263, and those of which the causes were not 
specified numbered 80. In the second quarter of last year these two 
numbers were 230 and 36 respectively. |

REPORT or tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS ann MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
IN SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH SEPTEMBER, 1929. 





The more outstanding features of the vital statistics of Scotland for 
the third quarter of the year 1929 are a birth-rate of 18: u per thousand, 
a marriage-rate of 7-9, and a death-rate of 10°8. 

The birth-rate of ‘the quarter is 13 less than that of the previous 
quarter and 0:4 less than that of the third quarter of last year. It is the 
lowest third quarter birth-rate yet’ recorded, the previous lowest being 
19:0, which was recorded in 1917 and also in 1927. 

The marriage-rate of the quarter, 7-9 per thousand, is comparatively 
high. It is 1-2 more than that of the previous quarter, 0-4 more than that 
of the third quarter of last year, and 0°6 more than the mean of those 
of the third quarters of the preceding five years. It is the highest third 
quarterly marriage-rate recorded since 1923. 

The death-rate of the quarter, 10°8 per thousand, is 2:2 less than 
that of the previous quarter, but is only slightly less, 0-1, than that of 
the third quarter of last year, and the same amount less than the mean 
of those of the third quarters of the preceding five years. This rate is 
low, the only years in which a lower third quarterly Scottish death-rate 
was recorded being 1922, 1923, and 1926, when this rate was 10-7, 10-7, 
and 10:4 respectively. 

Illegitimate children registered during the quarter numbered 1,800 
and equalled an illegitimate rate of 7°8 per thousand registered births. 
The number of illegitimate children registered in the quarter is 5 less 
than that in the third quarter of last year, 35 more than the mean of 
the numbers of the third quarters of the preceding five years, and 135 
less than the mean of those of the third quarters of the preceding ten 
years. 

The infantile mortality rate of the quarter was 62 per thousand 
registered births. It is 14 less than that of the previous quarter and 7 
less than in the third quarter of last year. It equals the infantile 
mortality rate of the third quarter of the year 1923, but is less than those 
of all other previous quarters. In the eight years 1922 to 1929 the third 
quarterly infantile mortality rate has never exceeded 73, and has seven 
times been less than 70 per thousand. 

The death-rates from all forms of tuberculosis and from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system were 78 and 54 per 100,000, both of which 
rates are lower than in the third quarter of last year. “These rates are 
the lowest hitherto recorded in Scotland for any quarter. 

Deaths from malignant diseases numbered 1,807 and equalled a death- 
rate of 146 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 62 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 125 more than in the third quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and parturition 
numbered 154 and equalled a mortality rate of 6-7 per thousand registered 
births. This number is 1 less than-in the previous quarter, but is 7 
more than in the previous quarter of last year.

Deaths from violent causes in all numbered 749, which is 17 more 
than in the previous quarter. These deaths included 211 attributed to 
accidents with motor vehicles, which number is 66 more than in the 
previous quarter and 84 more than in the corresponding quarter of last 
year. , 
BIRTHS. 

The births of 23,047 living children were registered during the third 
quarter of the year 1929. This number is 1,335 less than that of the 
previous quarter, 397 less than that of the third quarter of last year, 
1,659 less than the mean of those of the third quarters of the preceding 
five years, and 3,530 less than the mean of those of the third quarters of 
the preceding ten years. It is the smallest number of births registered 
in any third quarter since the institution of national registration, and that 
is since 1855. 

The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter was 18-7 per thousand. This 
rate is 1:3 less than that of the second quarter, 0-4 less than that of the 
third quarter of last year, 1:4 less than the mean of those of the third 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 2°9 less than the mean of those 
of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. This birth-rate is the 
lowest third quarter birth-rate yet recorded, the previous lowest being 
19:0, which was recorded both in 1917 and in 1927. 

Of the 23,047 children whose births were registered during the 
quarter, 11,704 were males and 11,343 were females, the ratio of males 
to females being 103:2 to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 
106-5 to 100, while in the third quarter of last year it was 105-7. 

In the divisions of the counties the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
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90:0 in the South-Western and 19°5 in the North-Eastern, to 14-7 in the 
Northern and 17-0 in the West-Midland. In the Southern division this 
rate was 18°7, in the South-Eastern 17-7, in the East-Midland LD ..ane 
in the North-Western 17:2. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
99-5 in Banff, 21:2 in West Lothian, 20°6 in Wigtown and 20°5 in 
Kirkcudbright, to 9:4 in Bute, 10-4 in Shetland, 11-6 in Argyll and 13-2 
in Orkney. | 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate was 19-5 per 
thousand, in the smaller burghs 17:3, and in the county districts 18°3.

In burghs with populations of over 30,000, the quarterly birth-rate 
varied from 22-4 in Greenock, 21:7 in Hamilton, 20-8 in Kilmarnock, and 
20-5 in Glasgow and in Paisley, to 15-4 in Perth, 15-9 in Dunfermline, 
16°6 in Edinburgh, and 17:3 in Kirkcaldy.

In the county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate varied 
from 24°5 in Banff District of Banff, 24-2 in Ayr District of Ayr, 23°5 
in Keith District of Banff, and 22-8 in Kirkcaldy District of Fife, to 10-5 
in Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 11-4 in Highland District 
of Perth, 12:0 in Lower District of Renfrew, 12:4 in Mainland District 
of Shetland, and 12°5 in Western District of Perth. 

Of the 23,047 living children registered during the quarter, 21,247 or 
92-2 per cent. were legitimate, while 1,800 or 7-8 per cent. were illegiti- 
mate. Compared with the number in the previous quarter that of legiti- 
mate children is 1,233 less and that of illegitimate children is 102 less. 
Compared with the number of the third quarter of last year that of 
legitimate children is 392 less and that of illegitimate children 5 less. 
Compared with the mean of the numbers of the third quarters of the 
preceding five years that of legitimate children is 1,694 less, but that of 
illegitimate children is 35 more. Compared with the mean of the 
numbers of the third quarters of the preceding ten years that of legitimate 
children is 3,395 less, but that of illegitimate children is 135 less. 

In the divisions of the counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 18:3 per cent. in the North-Eastern, 11°6 in the Northern, 
and 11:2 in the Southern, to 6°5 in the South-Western and 6°8 in the 
Western. In the East-Midland division this rate was 8-7 per cent., in 
the North-Western 8:2, and in the South-Hastern 7:0. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly illegitimate rate varied 
from 22°6 per cent. in Nairn, 15-7 in Banff, 15-1 in Caithness, and 14-2 
in Wigtown, to 4:0 in Dumbarton, 5-4 in Renfrew, 5-7 in Selkirk, and 
6°2 in West Lothian. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively, the illegitimate rate of the 
quarter was 6°6 per cent., in the smaller burghs 7-7, and in the county 
districts 10°0. In the previous quarter these three rates were 7:2, 7°5 
and 9-0, while in the third quarter of last year they were 6°9, 7°6 and 9-1.

This number is 1,568 more than that of the previous quarter, 452 more 
than that of the third quarter of last year, and 686 more than the mean 
of those of the third quarters of the preceding five years, but is 206 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 

~The quarterly marriage-rate is 7-9 per thousand. This rate is 1-2 
more than that of the previous quarter, 0-4 more than that of the third 
quarter of last year, and 0-6 more than the mean of those of the third 
quarters of the five preceding years, but is 0-2 less than the mean of those 
of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the highest third 
quarterly marriage-rate since 1923. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate varied 
from 11-1 per thousand in Midlothian, 9-7 in Selkirk, and 9:1 in Aberdeen 
and in Lanark, to 2:0 in Bute, 2-7 in Ross and Cromarty, 2:8 in Shetland, 
and 3-2 in Argyll. |

DEATHS.* 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 13,283. 
This number is 2,611 less than that of the second quarter of the year, 
175 less than that of the third quarter of last year, 141 less than the 
mean of those of the third quarters of the preceding five years, and 189 
less than the mean of those of the third quarters of the preceding ten 
years. It is the smallest number of deaths registered in any quarter 
subsequent to the third quarter of the year 1926. 

The Scottish death-rate of the quarter was 10:8 per thousand. This 
rate is 2-2 less than that of the previous quarter, 0-1 less than that of 
the third quarter of last year, 0-1 less than the mean of those of the third 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 0-2 less than the mean of those 
of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. The only years in which 
lower third quarterly Scottish death-rates were recorded were 1922, 1923 
and 1926, the rate in 1922 and 1923 being 10-7 and in 1926, 10-4. 

In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
14:3 in the Northern and 12:6 in the North-Western, to 10-2 in the West- 
Midland and 10-4 in the South-Western. In the Southern Division this 
rate was 12:2, in the North-Eastern 11-9, in the South-Eastern 11:1, 
and in the East-Midland 10-6. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied 
from 16°9 per thousand in Bute, 15-0 in Caithness, 14-7 in Moray, and 
14:5 in Berwick and in Kinross, to 8:7 in Dumbarton, 88 in West 
Lothian, 9°5 in Fife, and 9-7 in Ayr. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly death-rate was 
11-1 per thousand, in the smaller burghs 10-9, and in the county districts 
10°2. In the previous quarter these three rates were 13:3, 13-4 and 12:3 
respectively, while in the third quarter of last year they were 11:4, 10°8 
and 10:3. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly death-rate 
varied from 13:5 in Perth, 11°6 in Edinburgh and in Ayr, 11:4 in Dundee, 
and 11°3 in Glasgow and in Greenock, to 8:0 in Clydebank, 89 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, 9:1 in Hamilton, and 9-3 in Dunfermline. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the death- 
rate varied from 15:2 in Inverness, 14:0 in Peterhead, 13-8 in Hawick, 
and 13:4 in Dumfries, to 7-4 in Lochgelly, 7-6 in Saltcoats, and 7-8 in 
Gourock and in Port-Glasgow. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the quarterly

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death-rate varied from 15-8 in County District of Caithness, 14:1 in Skye 
District of Inverness and in Mainland District of Shetland, and 14:0 
in County District of Sutherland, to 7-0 in Linhthgow District of West 
Jiothian, 7:2 in Forfar District of Angus, 7°5.in Hastern District of 
Dumbarton, and 7°8 in Dunfermline District of Fife. 

Of the 13,283 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 6,653 were males and 6,630 were females, the death-rate in 
the male population being 11-2 and in the female 10°3 per thousand. In 
the third quarter of last year these two death-rates were 11:5 and 10-4 
respectively. 

Deaths registered in July numbered 4,744, in August 4,387, and in 
September 4,152. In July the monthly death-rate was 11:4, in August 
10:5,.and in September 10-3. In the third quarter of last year the July 
death- rate was 11-1, the August death-rate 11:1, and the. BeBe 
death- rate 10°6. 

The death-rate of the third quarter in Fingland and Wales was 9°7 
per thousand and in Northern Ireland 11-0, the former being 1:1 less 
but the latter 0- 2 more than the Scottish rate. : 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 13 ,283 persons whose deaths were. registered fae the 
quarter, 1,961 or 14°8 per cent. were children of i than five years old, 
5,368 or 44: ‘2 per cent. were persons aged between 5 and 65, and 5,454 
or 41-0 per cent. were persons aged 65 and over. Compared with the 
number in the third quarter of last year, deaths at ages under 5 numbered 
3955 fewer, but at ages between 5 and 65 they numbered 122-more and at 
ages 69 and over, 60 more. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1 437, ne as 
the registered births during the quarter numbered 23,047, these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 62 per thousand registered births. 
These deaths numbered 405 fewer than in the previous quarter and 173 
fewer than in the third quarter of last year. This death-rate is 14 less 
than that of the previous quarter, 7 less than that of the third quarter of 
last year, 6 less than the mean of those of the third quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 8 less than the mean of those of the third 
quarters of the preceding ten years. The infantile mortality rate of this 
quarter, 62 per thousand registered births, equals that of the third 
quarter of the year 1923, but is less than those of all. other previous 
quarters. In the eight years 1922 to 1929, the third quarterly infantile 
mortality rate has seven times been less than 70 per thousand, and-has 
been constantly under 73. nis 

Jn. the divisions of the counties the Dace EHS mortality rate 
varied from 67 per thousand in the. South-Western and.65 in the North- 
Eastern, to 39 in the Northern and 44 in the North-Western. In the 
East- Midland division it was 59, in. the. South- Eastern. 58,:..10 the 
Southern 58, and in the West-Midland 56. 

In the larger burghs taken AID oo the eins mortality ae 
of the quarter was 70 per thousand registered births;: in the. smaller 
burghs 57, and in the county districts 52. In the second quarter of this 
year these three rates were 83, 69 ‘and 67. respectively” pigie Jn, the 
third quarter of last year they were 80, 53 and 58. : : 
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In the larger burghs taken individually the infantile mortality rate 
of the quarter varied from 117 in Perth, 94 in Coatbridge, 88 in 
Greenock, and 79 in Dundee, to 43 in Ayr, 50 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, 53 in Hamilton, 55 in Kirkcaldy, and 56 in Clydebank and in 
Kilmarnock. In Glasgow this rate was 74, in Edinburgh 63, and in 
Aberdeen 68. 

The infantile mortality rate of the quarter in England and Wales 
was 54 per thousand registered births and in Northern Ireland 58, the 
former being 8 less and the latter 4 less than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 13,283 deaths registered during the quarter, 448 or 3:4 per 
cent. were attributed to the principal epidemic. diseases. These 445 
deaths included 3 from enteric fever, 28 from measles, 10 from scarlet 
fever, 102 from whooping-cough, 78 from diphtheria, and 227 from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter deaths from whooping-cough are 139 fewer, from diphtheria 
23 fewer, from scarlet fever 15 fewer, and from enteric fever 1 fewer, 
but. those from measles are 17 more and those from the diarrhoeas of child- 
hood 84 more. Compared with the number in the third quarter of last 
year, deaths from whooping-cough numbered 99 fewer, from measles 
37 fewer, from scarlet fever 13 fewer, from the diarrhceas of childhood 
8 fewer, and from enteric fever 2 fewer, but those from diphtheria 
numbered 6 more. 

The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0-4 per 
thousand, which rate is the same as the previous quarter but is O-l 
less than that of the third quarter of last year. The quarterly death-rate 
from whooping-cough was 8 per 100,000, from diphtheria 6, from measles 
2, and from scarlet fever 1; in the previous quarter these four death-rates 
were 20, 8, 1 and 2 respectively. 

In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate of the quarter varied from 1:1 per thousand in Wigtown, and 
0-5 in Berwick, in Caithness, in Lanark and in Stirling, to 0 in Bute, 
in Kinross, in Nairn, in Ross and Cromarty, in Shetland and in Suther- 
land. 

In the larger burghs this death-rate varied from 1:2 per thousand 
in Coatbridge, 1-1 in Greenock, and 1:0 in Falkirk, to 0-1 in Clydebank, 
in Dunfermline and in Kilmarnock, and 0:2 in Edinburgh, in Paisley 
and in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow this rate was 0°6, m Dundee 0-4, and in 
Aberdeen 0:3, 

Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as principal 
epidemic diseases included 42 from .cerebro-spinal meningitis, 29 from 
encephalitis lethargica, 31 from erysipelas, and 5 from acute poliomyel- 
itis. Compared with the number in the previous quarter deaths from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis are 54 fewer, from erysipelas 24 fewer, and 
encephalitis lethargica 1 fewer, but those from acute poliomyelitis are 2 
more. | 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 59, of which 19 were ascribed 
to influenza as the sole cause and 40 to influenza along with some con- 
tributory cause. In the previous quarter these deaths in all. numbered 
191, and in the third quarter of last year they numbered 82. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous diseases numbered 957, consti- 
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tuted 7-2 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a 
death-rate of 78 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 289 fewer than 
in the previous quarter and 114 fewer than in the third quarter of last 
year. ‘This death-rate is 24 less than that of the second quarter of this 
year and 9 less than that of the third quarter of last year. Of these 957 
deaths, 668 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, 108 
to tuberculous meningitis, 56 to abdominal tuberculosis, and 125 to 
tuberculosis of other organs. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter, deaths from respiratory tuberculosis are 185 fewer, from tuber- 
culous meningitis 70 fewer, and from abdominal tuberculosis 35 fewer. 
Compared with the number in the third quarter of last year deaths from 
respiratory tuberculosis are 73 fewer, from tuberculous meningitis 7 
fewer, and from abdominal tuberculosis 42 fewer. The quarterly death- 
rate from tuberculosis of the respiratory system was 54, which is 16 less 
than in the previous quarter, 6 less than in the third quarter of last 
year, and is the lowest rate from this cause hitherto recorded in Scotland 
for any quarter. “o 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1,807, constituted 13-6 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 146 
per 100,000. These deaths numbered 62 more than in the previous 
quarter, and 125 more than in the third quarter of last year. 

Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those specifically associated 
with influenza but including those attributed to’ broncho-pneumonia, 
numbered 773, constituted 5-8 per cent. of the total deaths of the 
quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 63 per 100,000. These deaths 
numbered 608 fewer than in the previous quarter and 88 fewer than in 
the third quarter of last year. 

Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 423, which is 345 fewer than in the previous quarter and 80 
fewer than in the third quarter of last year. Deaths from bronchitis 
constituted 3-2 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter and equalled 
a death-rate of 34 per 100,000. | 

Deaths from violence in all numbered 749, constituted 5-6 per cent. 
of the total, and equalled a death-rate of 61 per 100,000. These deaths 
numbered 17 more than in the previous quarter and 45 more than in the 
third quarter of last year. Deaths attributed to suicide numbered 125, 
which is 4 less than in the previous quarter but 1 more than in the third 
quarter of last year. Deaths attributed to accidents with motor vehicles 
numbered 211, which number is 66 more than that of the previous 
quarter and 84 more than that of the corresponding quarter of last year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 154, which number is 1 less than that of the previous quarter 
but 7 more than that of the third quarter of last year. These deaths 
equal a mortality rate of 6-7 per thousand registered births, which rate is 
0-3 more than that of the previous quarter and 0:4 more than that of the 
third quarter of last year. 

Deaths the causes of which were ill-defined numbered 181, and those 
of which the cause was either not specified or merely described as 
“natural causes ’’ numbered 39. In the previous quarter deaths from ill- 
defined causes numbered 178 and those from unspecified causes 46. In 
the third quarter of last year these two numbers were 213 and 46 
respectively. | |

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REPORT 





THts Report deals more especially with the statistics of the fourth 
quarter of the year 1929, but as figures relative to the entire year are now 
available, a short preliminary statement of them is included. A full 
report of the vital statistics of the year will in due course be published 
in the Seventy-fifth Annual Report. The annual figures here given may 
be accepted as substantially correct, but they are provisional, and will 
be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report above referred 
to. 

The most outstanding features of the vital statistics of the year are 
a birth-rate which shows a further fall and is the lowest on record, a 
marriage-rate which is slightly higher than those of recent years, and a 
death-rate which is higher than those of the previous six years—a rise 
attributable to a severe epidemic of influenza which occurred in the 
early months of the year. The birth-rate of the year was 19-0 per 1000, 
and is 0-8 less than that of the previous year, 1-7 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding five years, and 3°5 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. The marriage-rate of the year was 6°8 per 
1000, and is 0-1 more than that of the previous year. The death-rate 
of the year was 14:5 per 1,000, and is 1:2 more than that of the previous 
year, and 1-0 more than the mean of those of the preceding five years. 

The infantile mortality rate of the year was 87 per 1000 registered 
births ; it is 1 above that of the previous year, but 2 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years. 

The death-rates from all tuberculous diseases and from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system both show further reductions and both are 
the lowest yet recorded. The former was 94 per 100,000 and the latter 
67. The former is 19 less than the mean of the corresponding rates 
during the preceding ten years and the latter is 12 less. 

Deaths from malignant diseases numbered 7,107 and this is the largest 
number recorded in any one year. The number is 206 more than that 
of the previous year, and 754 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. 

The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the year was 0:48 per 
1000, which is 0:23 below that of the previous year. 

The quarterly statistics included in the report, those for the fourth 
quarter of the year 1929, show a birth-rate of 17:8 per 1000, a marriage- 
rate of 6:8 per 1000, and a death-rate of 12-4 per 1000. The quarterly 
birth-rate is 0-9 less than that of the previous quarter, and is 2-0 less 
than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding five 
years. ‘The marriage-rate is 1-1 less than that of the previous quarter, 
but is 0-4 more than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the 
preceding five years. The death-rate is 16 more than that of the previous 
quarter, but is 1-1 less than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of 
the preceding five years. 
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PRELIMINARY STATEMENT REGARDING THE VITAL STATISTICS OF 
SCOTLAND DURING THE YEAR 1929. 


Births registered in Scotland during the year 1929 numbered 92,876. 
This is the smallest number registered in any year since the introduction | 
of National Registration in 1855. These births numbered 3,946 fewer than 
in the previous year, 8,520 fewer than the mean of the numbers of the 
previous five years, 17 122 fewer than the mean of those of the previous 
ten years, and 473 fewer than in 1855, in which year the previous 
smallest number was recorded. A maximum number of births in 
Scotland was registered in the year 1920 and was 136,546, compared 
with which that of this year is 43,670 or 32 per cent. less. 

The Scottish birth-rate of the year was 19-0 per 1000, which rate is 
0-8 less than that of the previous year, 1:7 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding five years, and 3°5 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. It is the lowest Scottish birth-rate yet recorded, 
being 0:8 less than that of the previous year, and the same amount less 
than that of the year 1927. During the period of the Great War the 
number of births registered in Scotland fell to 97,441 and the birth-rate 
to 20°3, but both the number of births and the birth-rate of 1929 are of 
less amount, the number being 4,565 less and the rate being 1:3 less. 
After the war, in 1920, the birth-rate rose to 28-1, but since then has 
steadily fallen, being below 24 in 1922, below 22 in 1924, and below 20 
in the last three years, 1927-29. 

Of the 92,876 children whose births were registered during the year, 
85,713 or 92:3 per cent. were legitimate, while 7,163 or 7-7 per cent. 
were illegitimate. The legitimate children of the year numbered 3,951 
fewer than in the previous year, but the illegitimate children numbered 
5 more. 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 32,992 and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 6°8 per 1000. This number and this rate differ but 
little from those of the previous year, the number being only 35 more 
and the rate being 0-1 more. The number of marriages registered is 
684 more than the mean of those of the preceding five years, but 3,125 
less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. The marriage- 
rate of the year is 0°2 more than the mean of those of the preceding five 
years, but 0-6 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
During the last four years the marriage-rate, although showing small 
changes, has tended upwards. In 1926 it was 6-4, in 1927 and 1928 it 
was 6°7, while in 1929 it was 6°8. 

Deaths registered during the year numbered 70,917, which number 
is 5,646 more than in the previous year, 4,768 more than the mean of 
those of the preceding five years, and 3,270 more than the mean of those 
of the preceding ten years. The increase in the number of deaths 
occurring during the year may be attributed to a severe epidemic of 
ene which occurred during the first quarter. 

The annual death-rate was 14:5 per 1000, and is 1:2 more than that 
of the previous year, 1:0 more than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 0-6 more than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. It is the highest death-rate since 1922. It is, however, lower 
than all death-rates of the years 1855 to 1916. A minimum Scottish

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death-rate occurred in 1923 and was 12-9 per 1000. The maximum 
Scottish death-rate since 1855 occurred in 1864, and was 23-6 per 1000. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 8,058, and as 
the registered births of the year numbered 92,876, these deaths equal 
an infantile mortality rate of 87 per 1000 births. This death-rate is 1 
more than that of the previous year, but is 2 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding five years, and 4 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. The infantile death-rates of the years 1923, 
1926 and 1928 are the only ones lower than that of the year now under 
review. ‘This is the fourth consecutive year in which the infantile 
death-rate is found to be less than 90 per 1000. In all years 1855 to 
1915 it was constantly over 100, and was eight times over 130. 

The principal epidemic diseases death- rate of the year was 0°48 per 
1000, which is 0-23 less than that of the previous year, 0-28 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding five years, and 0-35 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. 

A general summary of the causes of death registered in Scotland 
during the year 1929 is given in Table Ifa, and comparing the figures 
there ; given with those of the previous year it is found that deaths ‘from 
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measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, tuberculosis and meningitis 
show marked reductions, while those from influenza, cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, cancer, apoplexy, heart disease, bronchitis and pneumonia 
all show increases. | 

Deaths from influenza during the year numbered 3,435 as against 
961 in the previous year, those from pneumonia 7,142 as against 5,731 
in the previous year, and those from bronchitis 4,731 as against 3,491 
in the previous year. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease in all numbered 4,579 and equalled 
a death-rate of 94 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 143 fewer than 
in the previous year, and this death-rate is 3 less. Of these 4.579 deaths, 
3,287 were attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, which 
number equals a death-rate of 67 per 100,000, and is 1 less than in 
the previous year. Both these death-rates, that from all forms of tuber- 
culosis and that from tuberculosis of the respiratory system, are the 
lowest yet recorded ; the former is 10 less than the mean of the preceding 
five years and 19 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years, 
and the latter is 6 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years 
and 12 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. Both 
rates are in marked contrast to what they were in earlier years. In 
the decade 1871 to 1880 the mean death-rate from tuberculosis was 354 
per 100,000 and that from tuberculosis of the respiratory system 244. 

Deaths from malignant diseases in all numbered 7,107 and equalled a 
death-rate of 146 per 100,000. These deaths number 206 more than in 
the previous year, 380 more than the mean of the numbers of the 
preceding five years, and 754 more than the mean of those of the pre- 
ceding ten years. This rate is 5 more than that of the previous year, 
9 more than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 16 more 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 638, and as the registered births of the year numbered 92,876, 
these deaths equal a death-rate of 6-9 per 1000 registered births, which 
rate is 0-1 less than that of the previous year. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate of the year was 
20-1 per 1000, the marriage-rate 8-2, and the death-rate 15-4. In the 
previous year these three rates were 20-9, 8:2, and 14:1. In the smaller 
burghs taken collectively these rates were 17-7, 6-7, and 148, as against 
17-9, 66, and 13-1 in the previous year. In the county districts taken 
collectively these three rates were 181, 4-5, and 12:9,-as against 19-2, 
4-6 and 12:2. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the annual birth-rate varied 
from 24:4 in Coatbridge, 22-2 in Greenock, 21:4 in Hamilton, and 21-2 
in Glasgow, to 15-1 in Dunfermline, 17-1 in Edinburgh and in Perth, 
and 17-2 in Kirkcaldy. In Dundee the annual birth-rate was 20-9 and 
in Aberdeen 19:7. In these burghs the annual marriage-rate varied from 
10-9 in Perth, 9°9 in Aberdeen, and 9:3 in Edinburgh, to 5-2 in Coat- 
bridge, 5:4 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 5-5 in Clydebank. In Glas- 
gow the marriage-rate was 85 and in Dundee 7-7. The death-rate in 
these burghs varied from 16:5 in Glasgow, 16:0 in Dundee, 15-7 in 
Perth, 15-6 in Greenock, and 15-3 in Aberdeen, to 11-3 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 11:7 in Clydebank, 12:0 in Dunfermline, and 12:0 in

In the larger burghs the principal epidemic diseases death-rate was 
relatively high in Coatbridge (1-20), in Greenock (0°86), in Ayr (0°84), 
and in Motherwell and Wishaw (0:80). In Glasgow this rate was 0°71, 
in Edinburgh 0°35, in Dundee 0°37, and in Aberdeen 0:37. 

The ages of those dying during the year are also shown in Table Ia, 
and comparison with the numbers in the previous year shows smaller 
numbers in all age groups under 10 and larger numbers in all age groups 
10 and upwards. 


STATISTICS oF THE QUARTER ENDED 31ST DecEeMBER, 1929. 
BIRTHS. 


The births of 21,998 living children were registered during the fourth 
quarter of the year 1929. This number is 1,405 less than that of the 
fourth quarter of the previous year, 2,370 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 5,042 
less than the mean of those of the corresponding quarters of the preceding 
ten years. It is the smallest number of births yet recorded in the fourth 
quarter of any year since the introduction of National Registration in 
1855, the previous lowest being that of 1917, which was 22,776. 'A 
maximum number of births in the fourth quarter occurred in 1919 and 
was 34,481, and compared with that the number of the present quarter 
is 12,483 or 36:2 per cent. less. 

The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter was 17°8 per 1000. This rate 
is 0-9 less than that of the previous quarter, 1:2 less than the fourth 
quarter of the previous year, 2-0 less than the mean of those of the 
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fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 4-2 less than the mean 
of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the 
lowest fourth quarterly birth-rate yet recorded, the previous minimum 
being that of 1917, which was 18°8. In the years 1855 to 1888 the 
fourth quarterly birth-rate was constantly over 30 per 1000. 

Of the 21,998 children registered during the quarter 11,356 were 
males and 10,642 were females, the ratio of males to females being 
106-7 to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 103-2 to 100, while 
in the fourth quarter of the previous year it was 104-6 to 100. 

In the divisions of the counties the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
19-8 in the North-Eastern, and 19-3 in the South-Western, to 15:9 in 
the. Kast-Midland and 16-0 in the Southern and in the West-Midland. 
In the Northern division this rate was 17:0, in the North-Western 16:7, 
and in the South-Hastern 16°). 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate varied 
from 23°9 in Banff, 21-1 in Moray, 20-2 in Lanark, 19°5 in Caithness, 
and 19-2 in Stirling and in West Lothian, to 8:1 in Bute, 9°8 in Argyll, 
11-0 in Kinross, and 13°8 in Peebles. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly birth-rate was 
18-9, in the smaller burghs 16-0, and in the county districts L232 
the previous quarter these three rates were 19-5, 17:3, and 18:3 respec- 
tively, and in the corresponding quarter of the previous year they were 
00-2. 17-2, and 16:4. 

In the burghs with populations of over 30,000 the quarterly birth- 
rate ranged from 23-5 in Coatbridge, 21-7 in Hamilton, and 21-6 in 
Greenock, to 14:7 in Kirkcaldy, 15-0 in Dunfermline, 15-7 in Falkirk, 
and 15:9 in Edinburgh. In Glasgow this rate was 20-3, in Dundee 18-1, 
and in Aberdeen 17°9.. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the quarterly 
birth-rate varied from 24:6 in Airdrie, 23°8 in Barrhead, 23-1 in Buck- 
haven and Methil, and 22:9 in Borrowstounness, to 7:8 in Gourock, 
12-9 in Lochgelly, 13-1 in Galashiels, 13°6 in Arbroath, and 13-7 in Alloa. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the quarterly 
birth-rate varied from 30:0 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 25-1 in Banff 
District of Banff, 23:1 in County District of Moray, and 23-0 in Central 
District of Stirling, to 10°6 in Western District of Perth, 11-2 in High- 
land District of Perth, 12:1 in Central District of Perth, 12-4 in Lower 
District of Renfrew, and 12°8 in Mid Ross District of Ross and Cromarty. 

Of the 21,998 living children registered during the quarter, 20,365 
or 92°6 per cent. were legitimate, while 1,633 or 7-4 per cent were illegiti- 
mate. Compared with the number of the previous quarter that of 
legitimate children is 882 fewer and that of illegitimate children is 167 
fewer. Compared with the number in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year that of legitimate children is 1,344 fewer and that of illegitimate 
children 61 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the quarter, 7-4 per cent., 
is 0:4 less than that of the previous quarter, but 0-2 more than that of 
the fourth quarter of the previous year. The number of illegitimate 
children registered in this quarter is 68 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 265 less 
than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. 

In the divisions of the counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter

to 61 in the North-Western and 6-4 in the South-Western. In the 
Northern Division this rate was 8-4 per cent., in the East-Midland 8-0, 
in the South-Eastern 7:0, and in the West-Midland 6:7. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly illegitimate rate 
varied from 23:1 per cent. in Wigtown, 18-2 in Kinross, 14-4 in Kirk- 
cudbright, 12:3 in Moray, 11:4 in Dumfries, and 11-3 in Aberdeen, to 3°3 
in Orkney, 5:0 in East Lothian, 5-4 in Bute, and 5°6 in Dumbarton. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the illegitimate rate was 6°8 
per cent., in the smaller burghs 7:6 and in the county districts 8:5. In 
the previous quarter these three rates were 66, 7-7, and 10:0. In the 
fourth quarter of the previous year they were 6:4, 7-1, and 88. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly ilegitimate 
rate varied from 9-3 in Ayr, 8-5 in Aberdeen, and 8-4 in Dunfermline, 
to 2°8 in Falkirk, 4:0 in Perth, and 5-6 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In 
Glasgow this rate was 6:4 per cent., in Edinburgh 7:3, and in Dundee 
Sl. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the illegiti- 
mate rate varied from 13-9 per cent. in Stirling, 18°5 in Montrose, 12:2 
in Saltcoats, 9-4 in Hawick, and 9-2 in Port Glasgow, to 0 in Mussel- 
burgh, 1-5 in Barrhead, and 1:9 in Dumbarton and in Kirkintilloch. 

In county districts with populations of 10,000 and over this rate 
varied from 23°3 per cent. in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 19°8 in 
Turriff District of Aberdeen, 18°6 in Ellon District of Aberdeen, 17-3 
in Rhins District of Wigtown, 16-7 in Mid Ross District of Ross and 
Cromarty, and 16:2 in Deeside District of Aberdeen, to 3:1 in Lewis 
District of Ross and Cromarty, 3°38 in Perth District of Perth, 3:4 in 
Western District of Perth, and 3:5 in Lower District of Renfrew. 

Births registered in Scotland in October numbered 7,611, in 
November 6,992, and in December 7,395. In October the monthly 
birth-rate was 18°3, in November 17:4, and in December 17:8. In the 
previous year these three birth-rates were 20-0, 18:7, and 18-4 respec- 
tively. | 

The quarterly birth-rate in England and Wales was 15-1 per 1000, 
and in Northern Ireland 18-7, the former being 2°7 less, but the latter 
0-9 more than the Scottish rate. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 8,447. 
This number is 1,248 less than that of the previous quarter, but is 20 
more than that of the fourth quarter of last year. It is 542 more than 
the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, 
but 278 less than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the pre- 
ceding ten ‘years. | | 

The quarterly marriage-rate was 6°8 per 1000. This rate is 1-1 less 
than that of the previous quarter and 0-1 less than that of the fourth 
quarter of the previous year. It is 0-4 more than the mean of those of the 
fourth quarters of the preceding five years, but 0-3 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly marriage-rate varied 
from 8:7 in Aberdeen, 8°3 in Midlothian, 8-°2 in Dumfries, and 7°6 in 
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Moray, to 0°5 in Kinross, 3°1 in Berwick, 3:4 in Sutherland, and 3-6 in 
Argyll. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly marriage-rate 
was 8-2, in the smaller burghs 6-7, and in the county districts 4:8. In 
the previous quarter these three rates were 10:0, 7-3, and 4°8, while in 
the fourth quarter of the previous year they were 8-0, 7-1, and 4°9. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the marriage-rate of the 
quarter varied from 10-7 in Perth, 10-1 in Aberdeen, and 9°5 in Ayr, 
to 45 in Dunfermline, 4:7 in Hamilton, and 5-2 in Coatbridge. In Glas- 
gow the quarterly marriage-rate was 87, in Kdinburgh 8-9, and in 
Dundee 8-0. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 15°8 in Inverness, 11-2 in Dumfries, and 10°8 in Borrow- 
stounness, to 2°6 in Lochgelly, 3-7 in Gourock, and 4:0 in Renfrew. 

In county districts with over 10,000 population the quarterly 
marriage-rate varied from 10°8 in Cupar District of Fife, 9:1 in St. 
Andrews District of Fife, and 8°8 in Annan District of Dumfries, to 0 
in Skye District of Inverness, 1-6 in Keith District of Banff and in 
Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, and 2:0 in Lower Ward 
District of Lanark and in Lewis District of Ross and Cromarty. 

Marriages registered in October numbered 2,655, in November 2,055, 
and in December 3,737, the monthly marriage-rate im October being 6°4, 
in November 5:1, and in December 9:0. In the previous year the 
marriage-rate in October was 6:4, in November 5:0, and in December 
9-2. 

DEATHS.* 

Deaths registered in Scotland during the fourth quarter of the year 
1929 numbered 15,353. This number is 2,070 more than that of the 
third quarter, but is 506 less than that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year, 1,325 less than the mean of those of the fourth quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 1,116 less than the mean of those of 
the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. 

The quarterly Scottish death-rate was 12-4 per 1000. It is 1:6 more 
than that of the third quarter, but is 0°5 less than that of the fourth 
quarter of the previous year, 1:1 less than the mean of those of the 
fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 1:0 less than the mean of 
those of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the 
lowest fourth quarterly death-rate yet recorded, the previous lowest being 
12:7, which occurred in both of the years 1917 and 1922. 

In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
14:9 in the Northern and 13:9 in the North-Western, to 11°2 in the 
West-Midland and 12-2 in the East-Midland. In the North-Eastern 
and Southern divisions this rate was 13:0, in the South-Eastern 12:9, 
and in the South-Western 12:4. 

In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied 
from 19:5 in Sutherland, 16:0 in Bute, 15:6 in Selkirk, 15-4 in Caithness, 
and 15°3 in Inverness and in Moray, to 9°4 in West Lothian, 10:0 in 
Kincardine, 10:1 in Argyll, and 10°5 in Ayr and in Berwick. 

* Note.—Where the place of death differs from the place of ysual residence of the deceased, 


such death, for the purpose of these statistics, is allocated to the place of usual residence if 
in Scotland, 
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In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate was 13-4, in the 
smaller burghs 12-2, and in the county districts 11-1. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 11-1, 10-9, and 10-2 respectively. In the 
fourth quarter of the previous year they were 13-5, 13-0, and 11:9. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate varied from 
16-9 in Perth, 14-2 in Paisley, 14-0 in Glasgow, and 14-0 in Greenock, to 
8-7 in Hamilton, 8:9 in Clydebank, and 9-6 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 
In Edinburgh the quarterly death-rate was 13-9, in Dundee 13:2, and in 
Aberdeen 138-4. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
quarterly death-rate varied from 16°6 in Montrose, 16-4 in Hawick and 
in Stirling, and 16:3 in Galashiels, to 8-5 in Irvine, 8°6 in Borrowstoun- 
ness, 9°2 in Cowdenbeath, 9:4 in Port Glasgow, and 9°5 in Gourock. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the death-rate 
varied from 20-0 in County District of Sutherland, 17-4 in Skye District 
of Inverness, and 15:3 in Mid Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, to 
6-5 in Linlithgow District of West Lothian, 7-0 in Western District of 
Perth, 7°9 in Banff District of Banff, and 80 in St. Andrews District 
of Fife. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 4,922, in November 4.886, 
and in December 5,545, the monthly death-rate in October being 11°8, 
in November 12:1, and in December 13-3. In the previous year the 
death-rate in October was 12°7, in November 12°4, and in December 13:6. 

In England and Wales the quarterly death-rate was 11:3 per 1000, 
which is 1:1 less than the Scottish death-rate. In Northern Ireland it 
was 13:0, which is 0°6 more than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 15,353 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 2,500 or 16-3 per cent. were less than five years old, 6,423 or 41°8 
per cent. were persons aged 5 to 64, and 6,430 or 41:9 per cent. were 
persons aged 65 and over. Compared with the number in the fourth 
quarter of the previous year deaths of children of less than 5 years old 
are 214 fewer, of persons aged 5 to 64 139 fewer, and of persons aged 
65 and over 145 fewer. i 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1,768, and as the 
registered births of the quarter numbered 21,998, these deaths equal an 
infantile mortality rate of 80 per 1000 registered births. These deaths 
numbered 331 more than in the previous quarter, but 216 fewer than in 
the fourth quarter of the previous year. This mortality rate 1s 18 more 
than that of the previous quarter, but is 5 less than that of the fourth 
quarter of the previous year, 15 less than the mean of those of the fourth 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 11 less than the mean of those 
of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. 

In the divisions of the counties the quarterly infantile mortality rate 
varied from 93 in the South-Western, and 75 in the East-Midland, to 
42 in the Northern and 44 in the North-Western. In the Southern 
division this rate was 72, in the West-Midland 70, in the North- 
Eastern 69, and in the South-Eastern 69. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate 
of the quarter was 91 per 1000 births, in the smaller burghs 68, and in 
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the county districts 68. In the previous quarter these three rates were 
70, 57, and 52 respectively, while in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year they were 95, 76, and 71. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the infantile mortality rate 
varied from 125 in Paisley, 104 in Glasgow, 97 in Falkirk, and 93 in 
Hamilton and in Ayr, to 49 in Dunfermline, 56 in Kilmarnock, 66 in 
Coatbridge, and 67 in Clydebank. In Edinburgh this rate was 68, in 
Dundee 87, and in Aberdeen 86. 

The infantile mortality rate of the quarter in England and Wales 
was 69, and in Northern Ireland 81, the former being 11 less but the 
latter 1 more than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DHATH. 


Of the 15,353 deaths registered during the quarter 5386 or 3:5 per 
cent. were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. These 536 
deaths include 6 from enteric fever, 96 from measles, 39 from scarlet 
fever, 81 from whooping-cough, 135 from diphtheria, and 179 from 
diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter deaths from the diarrhceas of childhood are 48 fewer and from 
whooping-cough 21 fewer, but those from enteric fever are 3 more, 
from scarlet fever 29 more, from diphtheria 57 more, and from measles 
68 more. Compared with the number in the fourth quarter of the 
previous year deaths from whooping-cough are 34 fewer and from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood 13 fewer, but those from scarlet fever are 2 more, 
from enteric fever 3 more, from diphtheria 16 more, and from measles 
78 more. 

The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0-4 
per 1000. This death-rate is the same as in the previous quarter, and also 
the same as in the fourth quarter of the previous year. The quarterly 
death-rate from the diarrhoeas of childhood was 15 per 100,000, from 
diphtheria 11, from measles 8, from whooping-cough 7, and from scarlet 
fever 3. 

In the counties, burghs included, this death-rate varied from 0°8 
per 1000 in Peebles, 0:7 in Wigtown, and 0°6 in Berwick, in Kirkcud- 
bright and in Lanark, to 0 in Kinross, in Nairn, in Selkirk and in 
Sutherland. 

In the larger burghs this death-rate varied from 2:0 in Coatbridge, 
where measles was prevalent, 0°8 in Falkirk and in Perth, and 0:7 in 
Glasgow, to 0 in Dunfermline, 0-1 in Kilmarnock, 0-2 in Clydebank, 
and 0°3 in Dundee and in Greenock. 

Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as the 
principal epidemic diseases included 40 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
24 from encephalitis lethargica, 38 from erysipelas, and 9 from acute 
poliomyelitis. Compared with the number in the previous quarter 
deaths from encephalitis lethargica are 5 fewer and from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis 2 fewer, but those from acute poliomyelitis are 4 more and 
from erysipelas 7 more. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 147, of which 23 were jnpiebel 
to influenza as the sole cause and 124 to influenza along with some con- 
tributory cause. In the previous quarter the total deaths from influenza 
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numbered 59, and of them 19 were ascribed to influenza as the sole 
cause. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 976, constituted 6-4 
per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 
79 per 100,000. These deaths number 19 more than in the previous 
quarter, but 122 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 
Of these 976 deaths 693 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, 113 to tuberculous meningitis, 61 to abdominal tuberculosis, 
and 109 to tuberculosis of other organs. Compared with the number 
in the previous quarter deaths from respiratory tuberculosis are 25 more, 
from tuberculous meningitis 5 more, and from abdominal tuberculosis 
5 more, but those from tuberculosis of other organs are 16 fewer. Com- 
pared with the number in the fourth quarter of the previous year deaths 
from tuberculosis of the respiratory system are 123 fewer, from abdominal 
tuberculosis 19 fewer, and from tuberculosis of other organs 1 fewer, 
but those from tuberculous meningitis are 21 more. The quarterly death- 
rate from tuberculosis of the respiratory system was 56 per 100,000, 
which rate is 2 more than that of the previous quarter, but 10 less than 
that of the fourth quarter of last year. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1,818, constituted 11:8 
per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate 
of 147 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 6 more than in the previous 
quarter, and 55 more than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those specifically associated with 
influenza but including those attributed to broncho-pneumonia, numbered 
1,240, constituted 8:1 per cent. of the total, and equalled a death-rate of 
100 per 100,000. These deaths numbered 467 more than in the previous 
quarter, but 218 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 740, which is 317 more than in the previous quarter, but 211 
fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. Deaths from 
bronchitis constituted 4:8 per cent. of the total and equalled a death- 
rate of 60 per 100,000. 

Deaths from violence in all numbered 762, constituted 5:0 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 62 per 
100,000. These deaths numbered 13 more than in the previous quarter 
and 2 more than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths attributed to accidents with motor vehicles numbered 193, 
which number is 18 less than that of the previous quarter, but 27 more 
than that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 130, which number is 24 less than that of the previous quarter, 
and 66 less than that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. ‘These 
deaths equal a mortality rate of 5-9 per 1000 registered births, which 
rate is 0°8 less than that of the previous quarter and 2°5 less than that 
of the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths the causes of which were ill-defined numbered 212, and 
those of which the cause was either not specified or merely described 
as ‘‘ natural causes’’ numbered 44. In the previous quarter deaths 
from ill-defined causes numbered 181 and those from unspecified causes 
39. In the fourth quarter of the previous year these two numbers were 
215 and 48 respectively.
